HOW TO GROW CAMELLIAS 


Camellias grow in almost any soil, but they should not be planted in soil containing a great deal of lime, or fertilized with a 
mixture containing lime. A well drained, good garden soil, a little acid in reaction is preferable. Half shady locations are suitable 
especially when the plants are young; free blooming can be expected in a place entirely shady. They love a humid atmosphere, 
and watering should not be neglected during hot, dry months. Frequent syringing of the leaves help a great deal.

The greatest majority of brilliant flowering shrubs and other ornamental varieties lose their foliage in winter (Deciduous). For 
gorgeous color displays they should be promiscuously used in landscape plantings. Their winter barren period is brief in our South- 
ern section and their color changes in autumn make the absence of leaves in winter less lamented. Usually flowering shrubs are 
best planted in groups of 3 to 20 or more. They are far. more effective in this way than planted singly. Put enough of one kind to 
make a little picture in the landscape when in bloom or when the leaves take on the autumn color, or the fruit and berries have 
ripened. With enough evergreens to keep the planting cheerful in winter, Deciduous shrubs should be generously used in the South. 

Pruning should be done immediately after blooming season, cutting the fading blossoms away. Pruning too late or when dor- 
mant will sometimes interfere with blooming the following season. 

Flowering shrubs can be handled when dormant with bare roots. Better results are usually had with B&B plants. For early or 
late planting and even mid-summer plantings, BGB shrubs will grow luxuriantly. Try them and see what excellent results you 
obtain.

They have 
the advantage of coming into bearing 
sooner than most fruits and certainly 
nothing is more relished than big, 
ripe, lucious berries. 

Blackberries, Dewberries, Young- 
berries, and Boysenberries are quite 
at home in the South, and nowhere 
are they more productive or the 
quality better. 

BOYSENBERRY—The largest and 
most productive berry known, 
Berries very sweet and juicy. They 
have a mild, distinctive flavor of 
its Own, somewhat suggestive of 
raspberry. The vines are so heavy, 
they should have a three-wire 
trellis five feet high. When plant- 
ing, allow 6 feet each way for 
vines to grow and bear properly.

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PEARS—Pyrus 

Because of blight, the list of Pears 
adapted for the South is limited. Ours 
are from ‘“‘Blight Proof’ strains, and 
are highly resistant, being of the 
Chinese Sand Pear types. 

After the second year, Pears should 
not be cultivated, but the ground 
allowed to become hard. They 
should not be fertilized with nitrogen, 
but with potash fertilizer only, and 
mulched heavily. 

In order to have the fruit good to 
eat fresh, it should be gathered green, 
several weeks before the _ ripening 
period. When gathering, care should 
be taken against bruising. Pears 
should be placed in a basket like you 
would eggs, and each pear wrapped 
separately in tissue paper, and then 
placed on shelves in a warm even 
temperature. As they soften, they 
are juicy and delicious, and_ will 


keep this way for several months.

DOUGLAS—A new Pear. Tree is 
vigorous grower, with upright bran- 
ches.

Pecan Cultivation 


Notwithstanding the fact that Pe- 
can Orchards have been _ planted 
heavily throughout the South for a 
number of years, and there are many 
thousands of acres now bearing, the 
outlook is even brighter at present 
than at any time heretofore. Those 
who engaged in the industry in the 
earlier days are reaping rich rewards, 
and where it might seem that there 
was a danger of overproduction, the 
market and demand is growing even 
taster than production, so that today 
we find a ready sales for the im- 
proved varieties of Pecans at prices 
even better than they were ten years 
ago. 

There are several reasons why the 
Pecan offers greater inducements for 
the commercial planter than almost 
any other crop. Briefly they are: the 
Improved Varieties budded or grafted 
from bearing trees begin to produce 
crops very early; the tree is long 
lived; it is fairly free of injurious in- 
sects and diseases; the nuts do not 
have to be sold immediately when 
gathered, but may be kept for 
months without the necessity of plac- 
ing in cold storage.

We cannot too firmly advocate 
cultivation of nut trees. You are 
aware of the large income they will 
bring you. If you want the best 
results, it is imperative that you 
fertilize, spray, and cultivate your 
trees well and give them excellent 
care and attention. Without this 
proper attention, is is impossible to 
expect good results.

Time of Bearing 


The time of bearing depends up- 
on the care given and the method 
of fertilizing. It is better to have 
the tree make a good, sturdy growth 
and attain fair size before it ‘bears; 
then the method of care should be 
changed so as to produce short twigs 
upon which the nut clusters are 
borne. This can be done by de- 
creasing the amount of nitrogen and 
adding potash.

WE ADVISE BANKING 


We advocate the use of low 
branched Citrus trees, which are 
are better able to withstand cold 
than those trained up on one slend- 
er stem, and in addition we have 
found that banking dirt in a mound 
high up around the tree 18 to 20 
inches will protect the body of the 
tree from freezing, and at the worst, 
when such precaution is taken, only 
the smaller branches can be lost, and 
the next crop materially reduced.

Our GREAT SUCCESS in transplanting Trees and Shrubs safely 
at all Seasons may be largely ATTRIBUTED to our Wonderful 
Balling Soil, There is no OTHER JUST LIKE IT. We have 
the soil that is “just right’ for Balling and Burlapping. The 
Ball is CUT out in one solid piece, often compared TO SLICING 
A “piece of cheese.’’ Note the solidity of the Ball in the illustration. 


CAUTION 


Never lift Trees and shrubs by the Top. Lift the Ball Itself by 
grasping it with both hands around the ball, or Larger Balls by 
making a Sling of Burlap, so as not to loosen Roots in the Ball. 


No Roots Exposed to the Air. 


The Dirt Can’t Break Away From the Roots. 


NB MEANS NOT BALLED 


Or that the Trees or Shrubs SO LISTED are dug from the 
Nursery WITHOUT HAVING THE DIRT ABOUT THE ROOTS. 
When Trees or Shrubs are dug in this manner, they are puddled 
in THICK MUD; than mulched IN SHINGELTOW or SAWDUST, 
and tightly wrapped with paper and BURLAP to retain the 
moisture WHEN SHIPPED or delivered. 


BEAUMONT BALLING SOIL 


It is commgnly known as “BEAUMONT LOAM,” peculiar only 
to this IMMEDIATE SECTION. It is RICH AND BLACK, and 
when taken up in the form of a ball, IT WILL NOT crack or 
CRUMBLE, and does not DISSOLVE WHEN SET IN WATER 
for several days. 





WIRING B&B TREES FOR SAFE HANDLING 


For safety in handling large Specimens of Live Oaks, Camellias, Azaleas, Magnolias, etc., which require 
a sizeable ball of earth for transplanting, we recommend the wiring of the Balls after they are dug B&B, as 
a precaution in transplanting them. We offer this service at a nominal cost above the price of the B&B Trees, 


to those Customers who desire it. 


LARGE TREES NEED PROPER HANDLING 


In handling large Evergreen Specimens, where they require 
and should have a large size Ball (B&B), averaging 24 inches 
width, or 18 inches deep we recommend wrapping the balls 
with Hog Wire, twisting it tightly around the Balls, after the 
Ball is properly burlapped. By doing this, they can be ship- 
ped and planted with perfect safety, as there would be no chance 
of the burlap loosening, or the Ball cracking in being shipped 
or handled.

Chains and Power Winch. 


Trees Dug with large size Balls from Griffing’s heavy soil are 
uniform and solid, containing the root system of the Trees. After 
the Burlap is fastened on securely, Hog wire fence is used to 
wrap around the ball to make it more secure for handling. Chains 
are thrown around the Ball to lift it out of the hole, and onto 
Trucks or cars for delivery. 


PRICE FOR WIRING B&B TREES & SHRUBS 


We have not included price of Wiring in listed prices of 
Specimens, but have left it optional with the customers if they 
want their trees wired, after they are dug and _ burlapped. 
Prices for the wiring of Balls, according to size ranges as 
follows: 

Balls 24 inches in diameter 
Balls 30 inches in diameter 
Balls 36 inches in diameter 
Balls 40 inches in diameter 
Balls 48 inches in diameter 
Bells 54 inches in diameter 
Balls 60 inches in diameter 7.00 each 
Balls larger in size than these will be priced according to the 
size of the Ball, quantity, etc., required! 

This also saves crating the Trees and Shrubs for shipment, 
and if planted locally, they can be loaded and unloaded and 
transplanted with more safety. It also saves the expense of 
bracing the Trees, and should they blow over where the trees 
are wired, they can be straightened up, even though planted a 
year or more, with perfect safety that the soil will not break 
loose from the roots.

PROPER CARE OF B&B TREES AND SHRUBS 


When Customers receive 
shipments of Griffing’s B&B 
Trees and Shrubbery, the 
best method for care of this 
material until it is replanted 
is to keep it well watered. 
To do this, we recommened 
that the balls be set in 
water in the shade and al- 
lowed to soak up throughly. 
The soil does not melt down 
when wet, as it is heavy. 
Keep well watered in this 
3, manner until it is replanted 
oie in the ground.

PLANTING B&B TREES & SHRUBS 


Griffing’s Trees and Shrubs require a somewhat 
different method of planting if they give the sat- 
isfying results after they are in the ground. If these 
few precautions are followed, you’ll have the same 
success in plantings as we do, with 100% Results! 

In planting in the Gulf Coast Area, dig the hole 
only as deep as the ball itself. Set the ball in the hole 
on level hard bottom, leave the burlap (and wire) 
on the balls, and after they are fully soaked, set the 
tree in the hole upright and turned for the best 
effects, in the locations used. 

Next, spade in the sides of the hole around the 
plant out to a distance of three or four feet, letting 
the soil spaded fall into the hole around the tree. 
Spade up and pulverize this soil to a depth of 12 
inches or more, pressing the dirt next to the ball. 
You will have enough soil to cover the top of the 
ball and the hole in which it is planted. 


FINISHING OFF THE PLANTING JOB 


Your Tree is just partly planted at this point. 
Use the soil thrown out of the hole, to make a 
ridge or basin rim 6 to 8 inches high around the 
outer edge of the spaded area, which will hold 
plenty of water afterwards. 

Water the Tree before you finish—Push the hose 
down beside the ball and let it run until the basin 
is filled. This will fill in all the air spaces and 
settle the soil firmly. 


MULCH AROUND THE NEWLY PLANTED 
TREES 


After the water has soaked away once or twice 
and soil is replaced to a smooth level, mulch the 
top surface of the tree with a bushel of stable man- 
ure and settle in place with more water. 





PRUNING: Most Evergreens, including 
Broadleaf and Coniferous types, as well as 
Fruit Trees and some Flowering Shrubs 
should be pruned during the dormant per- 
iod. If you wish to retain the natural ap- 
pearance of Shrubs, so they will not out- 
grow their positions, they should be re- 
shaped by cutting off the long “shoots” 
inside the natural edge of the specimen, 
and not cut uniform to make formal plants 
of them. Some Flowering Shrubs, which 
bloom only early in the spring should be 
pruned after the blooming period to have 
blooms the following spring, as these types 
produce their blooms on the past season’s 
growth. 


SPRAYING: Certain Plant Materials require spray- 
ing for the most prevelent types of insect and fungus. 





KEEP BASIN & MULCH AROUND TREES 


Newly planted trees need water and fertilizer, 
and cultivation, so keep this basin around your 
trees for a year or more to facilitate cultivation, 
and watering. Do not let the trees become dry— 
water throughly when you water but not more often 
than twice weekly. Do not allow lawn grasses to 
cover the planting space of newly planted trees. 


HOW TO PLANT N-B TREES: All i 
NB (Bare Root) Trees lose a part of Vy 
their roots in transplanting. To offset 
the root loss, the branches should be 
pruned back half way or more as soon 
as planted. To plant NB Trees, Roses, 
etc. you will see a change of color on 
the trunks where the surface level 
should be. Fill in fine soil amoung the 
roots, placing the roots 
carefully in the posit- 
ion they should grow. 
Follow the same _ in- 
strucions as for Plant- 
ing B&B Trees. 


DRAINAGE: Have good surface 
drainage, and do not plant too 
deep. Don’t dig hole any deeper 
than the ball because of setting. 


FERTILIZING: Do NOT use any fertilizer in the 
hole when planting unless it is a small amount of bone 
meal for each plant. In most soils, renewed strenth in 
the way of dairy manure for plant food should be ap- 
plied at least once a year, usually during the winter. 
The application of well-rotted and pulverized dairy 
manure will make the beds more pliable and allow for 
cultivation of same more rapid and readily after much 
rainfall. Commercial fertilizers are satisfactory to use 
in small quantities during the growing season. 


CULTIVATION: All types of Planting Materials 
require systematic cultivation. After Shrubs have been 
planted and the beds are put in good condition by 
working and fertilizing, we recomend that the surface 
of the beds be stirred to a depth of two or three inches 
and maintain a mulch. A pronged fork is one of the 
best Garden tools to use in breaking the crust which 
will form on the beds after each application of water 
or rain. 


HOW TO WATER TREES AND SHRUBS: To water 
newly planted Trees and Shrubs, push the end of the 
hose down beside the ball and let water run until the 
basin is full. This will fill all air spaces. Repeat every 
week if needed to keep soil moistened. Mulch with 
rough straw or lawn clippings mixed with stable 
manure. 









PRUNING AND CARE OF SHRUBS 


The most common enemies of the Coniferous Ever- 
greens are Blight, Bag worms, and Red Spider. 


For all CHEWING OR FOLIAGE eating insects, a 
stomach poison must be applied to the foliage. Use 
ARSENATE OF LEAD. 


For such insects as Red Spider, or any of the 
similar ones which draw the sap from the foliage 
SULPHUR should be applied. 


For PLANT LICE AND APHIDS, nicotine sulphate 
should be applied. 


For MILDEW OR FUNGUS DISEASE, such as 
Black-spot, leaf blights, etc., use Bordeau Mixture. 


For SCALE INSECTS and WHITE FLY, spray with 
lime sulphur if trees are dormant. For Summer spray 
or for Evergreens, use an oil EMULSION. 
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SERVICES OF PLANTING, FERTIL- 
IZING AND SPRAYING 


While we make no speciality of 
Service Work in Gardening, we do 
like to see Our customers get results 
in the Trees and Shrubs which we 
sell to them, and always take time 
and effort to instruct the purchaser 
on the right manner of planting and 
how to take care of their trees for 
best results. 


LOLCAL PLANTING SERVICES CAN 
BE ARRANGED 


On complete Landscape jobs, where 
a full Crew of Workmen can be used 
on the job, we arrange to Supervise 
and plant the materials in place ac- 
cording to the Landscape Plans which 
we prepare for our customers; or 
follow the plans which have been 
furnished by the Landscape Architect 
in charge of the work, The charge 
for this Planting Service is based on 
the individual job, and its location, 
but we do average the charge on a 
minimum basis to cover the cost of 
supervision and labor involved. 

For the benefit of our customers 
who do their own planting locally, 
and too far away for us to service, 
we urge that you read carefully the 
Planting Instructions offered else- 
where in this Catalog. Our BGB Trees 
and Shrubbery are easy to plant, and 
will live and grow provided you plant 
them right, and water and cultivate 
fully after planting is done. 


FERTILIZING TREES & SHRUBS 
WHEN PLANTED 


Ornamental Trees and Shrubbery 
should have a nominal amount of 
Bone-Meal Fertilizer applied at the 
time of planting, and we recommend 
that you use this for results. If un- 
able to obtain from your local Fer- 
tilizer Dealer, let us know your re- 
quirements and it can no doubt be 
furnished at the time your order is 
made up. 

Other applications of Chemical fer- 
tilizers should be applied to special 
items in some areas where the soil 
















conditions require it. Particularly ing and saving of ROOT SYSTEM. planting. 
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should Camellias, Azaleas, Gardenias, 
Roses, and a few other items receive 
special treatment. Granulated Iron Sul- 
phate, and Peat Moss are available 
in limited quantities, and will be 
priced upon request. 


SLAXIDE SPRAY (Oil Emulsion) 
FOR WHITE FLY 


We recommend for best results 
in the control and eradication of 
White Fly which attacks Privet (Com- 
mon hedge), Citrus fruit trees, and 
Gardenias, that the Oil Emulsion Spray 
material (SLAXIDE) be used, You 
may be able to secure this from 
your local SeedHouse, but if not let 
us know and we will be glad to fill 
your requirements. 


STANDARD GUARANTEE ON B&B 
TREES AND SHRUBBERY 


We follow the National Landscape 
Nurserymen’s Assn. in giving the 
same Guarantee on the life of Trees 
and Shrubbery we sell as follows: 
“Provided account is paid in accord- 
ance with terms of sale, and plants 
have received reasonable care, and 
have not been maliciously destroyed, 
we will replace at one-half original 
cost, all woody plants furnished and 
planted by us, which fail to sur- 
vive one growing Season.”’ 

The above does not cover plants 
purchased on the Nursery grounds 
and not planted by us.
